Policemen 


on guard shut -the gates, and from 
*the basement where is a police sta- 
tion, reserves rushed up and restor- 
ed order. The women were inform- 
ed that Mayor Mitchell had not yet 
arrived. 


The leader was Mrs. Ida Harris, 


president of the Mothers Vigilant 
League. 
She and three other wo- 


men were allowed to enter and await 
the mayor's coming. "We are starv- 
ing," Mrs. Harris told the mayor's 
bodyguard. "We demand help from 
the mayor. We will not be responsi- 
ble for what happens if w^ don't get 
it." 


The leaders were told that tho 


mayor would not be at his office to- 
'day 'but would 
arrange a meeting 
later. 


"Sweat Marie" Gans, one of Mrs. 


Harris* companions, 
addressed the 


women from the city hall steps and 
was arrested, charged with disorder 
ly conduct. 


When the police took her from the 


city hall station for arraignment in 
court a group of women attempted 
to rescue her. 
They charged 
the 
police,- scratched --their 
faces 
and 


tore their"" "clothing. 
The police 


fought them, off 
and a guard was 


tarown around the city hall.

^f Authorities today renewed their 
Efforts to curb the rising cost of food 
which was responsible for riots yes- 
terday in three different place in 
the tenement districts. Joseph Har- 
tigan, commissioner of weights and 
measures, appealed to state commis- 
sioner of agriculture and state com- 
missioner 
of 
food 
and 
markets 


throughout the country to co-oper- 
ate in bringing food supplies to the 
New York market. 


The indignation of housewives in 


the lower east side of Manhattan 
and the Williamsburg and Browns- 
ville districts of Brooklyn overflow- 
ed when the produce peddlers quot- 
ed potatoes from five to seven cents 
a pound and onion from fifteen to 
eighteen cents. " The police estimat- 
ed that at least 1,000 women took 
part in the riot in Brownsville. Push 
carts were overturned and set afire 
and vegetables were doused with 
kerosene oil. 
There were similar 


scenes elsewhere and the police had 
their hands full dispersing the angry 
women. 


In Manhattan the push cart men 


met the situation by calling a mass 
meeting last night They explained 
to their customers that onions were 
costing them as high as 115 a bag 
and potatoes 
*10 a barrel. The 


crowd was kept at a high pitch of 
excitement by speakers who com- 
plained that they were unable to buy 
enough food at the present prices 
to give their families proper nour- 
ishment 


The meeting appointed a commit- 


tee to call on Mayor Mitchell todav 
and demand that he take drastic 
action.

DEATH CA>IE SUDDENLY. 


San Antonio. Feb. 20.—Major 


Gen. Frederick Funston. command- 
er of the Southern department died 
last night, a few minutes after he had 
collapsed in a hoted where he had 
gone with a party of friends. 


General Funston naG just finished 


dinner and was playing with a child 
when he fell unconscious. 


Lieutenant Colonel M. VT. Ireland, 


medical corps, U. S. A., General Fun- 
• 


ston's physicians said: 


"General 
Funston's 
death 
was j 


caused by agina sclerosis of the 
arteries of the heart. Death was al- 


ost immediate and without pain.'' 
Colonel Ireland said General Fun- 


ston had been under his care for the 
last two weeks and for several days 
had been virtually well. Two weeks 
ago he had an attack or acute indi- 
estion. 


General Funston was 51 years of 


age. Ever since March, 1916. when 
he was placed in 
command of all 


United States forces on the Mexican 
border, General Funston had -worked 
unusually hard. At critical times in 
oorder developments he remained on 
duty continuously for 24 hours. 


The picturesque and dashing cap- 


ture of Agninaldo, the Filipino rebel 
chief, was the achievement 
which 


brought Funston prominently to the 
attention of the 
American 
people,

Beside? Major General Scott, chief 


of staff, there are now five major 
generals in the army, any one of 
whom might be assigned to the com- 
mand of "the southern department. 
General Wood, at New York: Gen- 
eral Barry, at Chicago, and General 
Bell at San Francisco, already com- 
mand departments. The other two 
are General 
Pershing and General 


Bliss, now on duty at the war de- 
partment as assistant chief of staff. 
'Army men thought it probable that 
General Pershing "would be given the 
command, although 130 official state- 
ment was to be had on the subject 


General Scott was deeply affected 


by the news. 
"General Funston's 


unassuming ways endeared him to 
all with whom he was associated," 
he said, and Ms military efficiency 
earned the confidence of the war de- 
partmenc.

_lant's humiliation, young Funston 
marched aim tlirqpgli the streets of 
Lawrence, Kansas^' at the point of a 
revolver, to a police station. 


A few years later, while city ed- 


itor of a paper in Fort Smith. Ar- 
tansas. young Fnnston stirred up 
intense 
feeling by attacking edi- 


torially the publication's own politi- 
;al party leaders during the absence 
of. his editor-in-chief. Many threats 
are said to have been made against 
Funston and the newspaper proper- 
ty, but he remained on guard until

and 
then 


turned over the" plant unharmed. In- 
cidentally, Funston also resigned. 


Along the Santa Fe railroad they 


still recall how Funston, as a passen- 
ger train conductor, threw a drunk- 
en cowboy off a train 
and 
later, 


when he hurled a rock through 
a 


coach window, pursued him several 
miles on foot while the train -waited. 


Funston's first esperience on the 


firing line came in Cuba, where he 
commanded General Gomez's artil- 
lery with remarkable results.

engaging in 22 battles and 
being 


wounded three times, he 
resigned 


his command because 50 guerrillas 
who had aided the Spaniards were 
executed against his wishes. Cap- 
tyred by Spaniards on his way 
to 


Havana, he escaped death by swal- 
lowing a letter to the President of 
Cuba which would have proved his 
identity. 


While a colonel of 
the 
famous 


Twentieth Kansas Volunteer Infan- 
try in the Philippine war, Funston 
performed feats of bravery 
that 


brought him the title of brigadier 
general. His capture of Aguinldo 
and his fording of the Rio Grande 
river at Colurapit under fire featured 
bis work.
